Thers I another point ln the han-
dling of sheep that Is, | think, too often
neglocted, which may to some who
havs never tried 1t seem ruthor ailly,
and that 1= (o aever allow them to run
on the sama pusture fong at a time,

They do much botter whett thoy are
changod from ono pasture to mmnother
very often,

Shoeep ke a fresh ghort bite and
when they are changed from one pas
tare to anothor every Hittlo whila thay
bave jJust the kind of gracing they
want. This ls especially valuahle with
breoding ewes.

As to water for the sheep. Frovide
the very best waler that s to be had,
pever allowing them o drink from
stagnant pools, which often contain
all kinds of diseass gorms. In fact,
when thay ean posalbly do otherwise
they will not drink such stoff,

glure much shelter ynléss (he weather
#ots bad.

The clay gravel banks along the re
clsmation ditches piled by the drodgm
supply deal material for gravallng our
roads, This mixture of clay, sand
and graval packa from the very first
and doon not need underiying sofl eut
fn by heavy trmaifie. Coarse gravel,
froe from clay or sofl, will need an ad-
mixture of soll from helow Lo gecure
hard, amooth roadbed. Orchard ave
nue has now been graveled two years.
Its spocess from the start has been
